LITTLE "ROCK — (/P) — 


Hereafter, Governor Futrell 
has declared, clemency proc- 
lamations will state tersely 
reasons advanced by the ap- 
plicant and the reasons given 
by the governor for granting 
clemency. 


"There's too much criticism of clem- 


ency." the governor said, "mid it's 
based more often on the failure of the 
critic to understand why a furlough 
or pardon was granted. 


"1 have been sparing in granting 


clemency, because in most cnses the 
applicant has no legal ground for re- 
ceiving it. But when I have made up 
my mind it ought to be granted. I am 
going (o do it. At the same time, I 
am poing to state why, and I ask the 
newspapers to publish these reasons." 


No Buck-Passing 


Frequently, an applicant for a fur- 


lough or pardon brings with him the 
verbal recommendation of a judge or 
prosecuting attorney, and 
in some 


cases, a letter which the governor 
views as a buck-passing instrument. 


"If a judge or a prosecuting attor- 


ney desires to recommend clemency." 
said the governor, "it is not difficult 
for hinVJo set down the reasons in 
"wiWn'.$;'ni"nli!ss 'he; "ub'es, "rwill libt" 
consider any application." 


Last week at the monthly clemency 


hearing, several 
applicants brought 


letters from officials which said in ef- 
fect that if the governor thought best 
to grant clemency, the writers would 
not voice objections. 


I'ut Them on Record 


"These officials would be the first 


to cry 'well, I did my best to send 
that criminal up,! if there was crit- 
icism," the governor said. "If they 
rcaly are sincere in having wanted to 
send the criminal to prison and they 
think the ends of justice would be 
better served by leaving him in pris- 
on for the full term of his sentence, 
then they do not have to recommend 
clemency. And unless they specifical- 
ly request clemency, I am not going 
to consider any application on the ap- 
plicant's representation some 'buck 
passing' letter has been represented 
to him as the official's recommcnd- 
tion."

4 Cents on Option 


Additional Millions Avail- 


able From Plow-Up 


Campaign 


WASHINGTON.- (fl>) -Farm offic- 


ials have decided to make loans on 
cotton on which options were given 
farmers as part of their benefit pay- 
ments for plowing up more than 10.- 
000,000 acres of their growing crop last 
summer. 


It was decided Sunday night that a 


tentative commitment 
of 
$37,000,000 


from the Reconstruction Corporation 
has been arranged. 


The loans will be made through the 


Commodity Credit Corporation. De- 
tails of the plan ore expected to be 
completed within 10 days. It is in- 
tended to make possible loans of. four 
cents a pound on more than 2,200,000 
bales. 


When the government's cotton plow- 


up campaign was started farmers were 
offered two methods of payment. One 
wa sa flat rental for the land taken 
•out of-cultivation with rate of pay- 
ment varying according to past yields 
of the land. The second was a lower 
rental plus an option on government 
cotton equal to the amount of the es- 
timated yield of the land put to the 
plow. The farmer obtaining an option 
was credited with having paid six 
cents a pound for it. 


.If cotton represented by the option 


eventually was sold at a figure above 
six cents, that margin would repre- 
sent a profit to the farmer. More than 
half the farmers joining in the plan 
elected the combination option-renlal 
method of payment, with the volume 
of options totaling more than 2,200,000 
bales. 


Delivery of the options has been 


withheld by farm officials who have 
nearly completed payment of $111,000,- 
000 in cash rentals to farmers joining 
in their program. As a result of non- 
delivery, the farmers have had no op- 
portunity to exercise them. 


Under the new loan plan, expecta- 


tions arc that few will exercise their 
options if they can obtain a loan of 
four cents a pound while cotton is 
selling below 
10 cents at 
market. 


Should cotton continue lo sell below 
10 cents, the farmer making u loan 
on his option would be realizing four 
cents u pound or the same amount us 
ho would if he ordered his option cot- 
ton sold at 10 cents H pound and. was 
able lo get it.

Agency showed well over 90 nor cent 
of the ballots in favor of Nazi polili- ' 
ciil domination mid an even larger 
portion of "yesscs" on the national 
plebiscite. 


The final vote exceeded 90 per cent 


of the qualified electors, which num- 
bered 45,106,168. The vote count stood: 


For the Nazi slate of candidates in 


the Reichstag: 
39,621,437 or 92.2 per 


cent; invalid votes 3,348,125 or 7.8 per 
cent; total 42.969,562. 


In the plebiscite: "Yes" 40,583.430 or 


93.5 per cent; "no" 2,052,100 or 4.7 per 
cent; invalid 789,!)9!) or 1.8 pur cent; 
total 43,425,529. 


Ballots were considered invalid if 


they wure 'unmarked, if the method 
indicaling (he voter's intention was 
technically incorrect or if a ballot was 
so marked that clerks were unable to 
discern the voter's intention.

commissioner of internal revenue, has 
issued the following statement con- 
cerning the applicaliort of Ihe process- 
ing lax and the tax on floor stocks im- 
posed under the provisions of the Ag- 
ricullurul Adjustmcnl Acl on collon 
und articles processed wholly or in 
chief value from cotlon: 


The processing tax attaches to all 


slocks of collon which are in the stage 
of the firsl domestic processing on 
August 1, 1933, regardless of when put 
in process. The processing tux also 
attaches to all cotlon put in process on 
or after the first moment of Augusl 1, 
1933. 
The term first domestic process- 


ing nieuns, with respect lo collon Ihut 
is to be spun, all stages of processing 
up lo removal of the bobbin or cop 
from the spinning machine on wliich 
its yarn has been spun. Wilh respect 
to eotton which is not to be spun, 
such as absorbent cotlon, il means that 
amount and degree of processing up 
to where the eotton is fashioned into 
an arliele eilher lo be packaged and 
sold as such or U) be used for furlher 
manufacturing into a different type of 
urlicle.

He was 
popular, and was elected sheriff on 
the Republican ticket in 1920.

Wonder How Much They Can Be Depended On? 


A Prophecy Ignored Becomes a Fact 
An Editorial and a Cartoon For Business to Ponder 


-BY BRUCE CATTON- 


Whatever may be the upshot of Garard Swope's 


suggestion for administration of the NRA pro- 
gram by American business men, it at least serve* • 
,to call attention to the fact that being a prophet 
is a pretty thankless sort of job. 


It was several years ago that Mr. Swope first 


suggested to American business men that they 
would eventually have to divise some means- by 
which the national economy could be run accord- 
ing'to a plan. 
. 


At that time Mr. Swope outlined a tentative 


framework for attaining that end. The leaders of 
industry read it, remarked that it was very pretty 
but rather impractical, . and went back to their 
knitting. 


And when Mr. Swope remarked that ii busi- 


ness men didn't cook up some'such plan them- 
selves the government would sooner or later cook 
up one for them, they looked the other way and 
began talking about their golf scores, or some- 
thing. 


Now Mr. Swope stands as a prophet whose 


prediction has been fulfilled; and if he had added 
ah "I told you so" to his most recent proposal, no 
one could have blamed him. 


Our ideas have changed in the last couple of 


years. When Mr. Swope first suggested his plan 
it aroused only a sort of academic interest. Now 
it is a live issue-, and the interesting thing about 
it. is that'the nation has almost unanimously ac- 
cepted , its underlying principle. 


.This principle is common to Mr. Swope's plan 


and to the existing, NRA set-up as well. And it 


. is, simply.: that some sort of widespread co-opera- 


tive control has got to bs instilled over the na- 
tion's business and industrial life, for the sake of 
the individual business man and for the sake ot 
{he nation as a whole. 


Our.present regime vests such control primar- 


ily in, the federal government; Mr. Swope's plan 
\yould .vest it primarily in a council of the busi- 
ness, men themselves. To be very blunt about it, 


. your choice between the two- schemes will depend 


largely on whether you think the business com- 
munity can be (rusted. 


But the 'important thing is that the principle of 


• unified control has been accepted. 


When Mr. Swope first raised his voice, hardly 


anybody would listen to him. Now his underlying 
principle is; taken for granted. The only differ- 
ence of opinion is about the best way to put it into 
practice.

LITTL.E ROCK.-Guy T. Helvering, 


commissioner of internal revenue, has 
issued the following statement with 
respect to the necessity for filing re* 
lurns concerning the tax on floor 
stocks of articles processed wholly ot 
in chief value from hogs and field 
corn: 


On November 5, 1933, a processing 


tax became effective on the first do- 
mestic processing of hogs, and on the 
same date, a processing tax became 
effective on the first domestic process- 
ing of field corn. The rate of the pro- 
cessing tax on hogs increases from 
month to month until February 1, 1934. 
The processing tax on field corn com- 
mences at 5c per bushel, and will in- 
crease December 1, 1933. to 20 cents 
per bushel of 56 pounds. 


A great deal of confusion exists 


among taxpayers with respect lo 
whether a separate floor stock inven- 
tory nnd return must be filed cover- 
ing articles held on the date the pro- 
cessing tax rate is increased. 


The tax on floor stocks is not af- 


fected in any way by a change in the 
rate of processing tax. The tax is im- 
posed on articles processed wholly or 
in chief value from hogs or from field 
corn, as the case may be. and which 
on November 5. 1933, are held for sale 
or other disposition. The rate of that 
tax will be based on the rate of pro- 
cessing tax in-effect on November 5, 
1933. 
There will be no tax on floor 


stocks of articles processed wholly or 
in chief value from hogs or field corn 
other than with respect to such articles 
held on November 5, 1933.

Saturday. 


Notice of the suit, instituted by hold- 


ers of 1.000 shares of the bank's stock, 
was served on Wiggin 10 days ago be- 
fore he left for Washington, to testi- 
fy before the senate sub-committee 
investigating banking and currency, 
it was learned. 


The plaintiffs charge specifically that 


officials of the Chase National entered j 
nto a "series of conspiracies for their 
own personal profit, which have re- 
sulted in enormous loss to stockhold- 
ers." 


The suit also charges that: 
"Mr. Wiggin, while chairman of the 


bank, utilized privileged information 
and his high position to his individual 
gain, both illegally and without re- 
gard to the interests of the stock- 
holders." 


"Exorbitant amounts were paid to 


officials of the bank in the form of 
bonuses, in addition to their salaries, 
and these were used as a cloak to di- 
vert moneys to their pockets that 
properly belonged to the stockhold- 
ers."

Contempt Charge 


Pine Bluff Commercial 


Roasted Seizure of 


Marble Games 


KffE BLUFF-(.^)—The little mar- 


ble machine that mostly fascinates the 
grown-ups has stirred up a contro- 
versy here and caused two newspaper 
inen to be cited for contempt of court. 


An editorial in the Pine Bluff Com- 


mercial about the machines—or rather 
the confiscation of them—angered the 
prosecuting attorney, E. \V. Brockman. 
Charging that it reflected upon the 


. court, he petitioned Circuit Judge T. 


Q. Parham for a contempt citation. 


Judge Parham ordered the publish- 


er, E. W. Freeman, and the editor, W. 
B. Sorrells, who wrote the editorial 
in his daily "What Do You Think" 
column, to appear before him Mon- 
day morning to show cause why they 
should not be punished for conterript. 


In charging the county grand jury a 


few weeks ago. Judge Parham issued 
a warning to slot machine operators 
that the machines must be taken out 
of operation in Jefferson county. The 
slot machines, or most of them, dis- 
appeared, but a large number of mar- 
ble machines remained. 
: 
About two weks later, on October 


21. the sheriff's forces seized all they 
could find—21 marble machines. The 
next day appeared the editorial. 


In it Sorrells asserted he was not i 


advocating the violation of any law 
but said "it is unfair, and unjust, to 
charge the operators a state and city 
license, then fine them for operating i 
them, and confiscate the machines." 
'"This is not a criticism of Judge Par- 
ham's action,' said the editorial. "But 
somewhere down the line, law en- 
forcement agencies should get to- 
gether." 


In petitioning for the contempt cita- 


tions, Prosecutor Brockman charged 
that the publication of the editorial "is 
a reflection upon the court, the offic- 
ers of the court before which the 
cases aforesaid are pending, and is 
partisan on behalf of the parties in 
whose possesison said gambling de- 
vices were'found; comments upon the 
evidence, expresses an opinion upon 
the merits of said cause and endeav- 
ors to dictate what the court's opinon 
thereon should bo." 


Continuing, the petition said: 
"That said publication is clearly con- 


temptuous and is a direct effort on 
the part of said parties to dictate and 
influence'the jurisdictal determination 
of the issues involved in the cases 
aforesaid, before any evidence is heard 
or any action.whatever taken except 
the issuance of the original orders di- 
recting that said gambling devices be 
seized and held subject to the further 
orders of the court." 


The prosecutor charged that the ed- 


itorial "sets out statements which are 
untrue and which statements are not 
founded Upon the law and therefore | 
places the trial jugde in an embar-| 
rassing and unpleasant position, and 
endeavors to control the trial court's 
action irrespective of what the law 
and the facts relative to each individ- 
ual case ma'y be."

Crippled Birds Should Be 


Retrieved—7</2 Million 


Die Annually 


The 
hunting season 
that opens 


Thursday. November 16, will be a crit- 
ical time for waterflow and the sport 
of wild-fowling, 
according 
to the 


Bureau of Biological Survey, U. S. Do- 
partment of Agriculture. 


During the present emergency, the 


Biological Survey urges every sports- 
man to be moderate in shooting, to 
see that the kill is made chiefly from 
the more abundant species, and to en- 
courage the same practice among oth- 
ers. 


The bureau also urges gunners to 


retrieve all crippled birds. At least 
7,500,000 birds, it estimates, are crip- 
pled and lost annually—a serious de- 
crease in the stock of breeding birds 
without any resulting benefit, except 
to the creatures that prey on the un- 
fortunate cripples. 


For several years, say Survey of- 


ficials, our waterfowl have been in 
a bad plight, and the present situa- 
tion is almost as serious as the 1931 
emergency that led to a one-month 
season and induced the President to 
issue a problamation in behalf of the 
birds. Canvasbacks, redheads, scaups, 
blue-winged teals, and several othei 
species of duck are at a exceedingly 
low ebb, even though they may be 
abundant in a few favored spots. The 
only ducks likely to be,fairly pltn- 
tiful this fall arc pintails, mallards,

Overshooting, declare officials of the 


bureau, is one of the chief causes of 
the decrease in waterfowl and the 
only one that can be remedied im- 
ncdintely. Obviously, they state, the 
first thing to be done is to reduce 
,he kill in order to make sure of sav- 
ing a satisfactory breeding stock. 


With a breeding stock provided for, 


we should proceed at once, say the 
biologists, to carry out the program 
already undertaken to restore water 
areas, to set aside sanctuaries, and 
through research, to find whatever 
practical means there may be to in- 
crease the production of ducks nnd 
geese by helping them agninst their 
enemies, and by preventing the losses 
occasioned 
by disease. 
AH these 


things, they point out, will be of the 
greatest benefit ultimately, but most 
of them require time measured in 
years as well as adequate 
financial 


support.

A red-headed Irish sailor jumped 


ship in a sun-baked Mexican town 
late in the 18th century, married a 
dark-haired senprita, and then sailed 
away a few years later. He left her 
with a red-headed son and memories 
of a roistering husband 
who sang 


Gaelic love songs beneath Latin win- 
dows and fought perversely with his 
fists instead of with knives. 


And in 1810 this son—whose name, 


John O'Brien, had. been changed to 
Juan Obrigon—sought to better the 
family fortunes, by attaching himself 
to the train of a Spanish inspector- 
general and making a tirp by mule- 
back from the tip of Lower California 
to the town of Monterey, in what is 
now the state of California. 


The story of all this is told in "The 


Journey of the Flame," by Antonio 
de Fierro Blanco, who got it from Juan 
Obrigoru's lips when this red-haired 
Mexican, celebrating his 102nd birth- 
day, told the tale of his life. It has 
been translated by Walter de Steiguer 
and whether it be chiefly fact or chief, 
ly fiction it is a vastly interesting 
book. 


Its picture of the proud and violent 


life of the Californias in 1800 is un- 
forgettable. If you amounted to any- 
thing you wore two knives and never 
hesitated to use them. The more you 


lated a man, the more polite you 
were to him. You knew that the only 
bod which gave strength was bull's 
:lcsh, the tougher the better. 


Juan Obrigon himself was quite a 


.ad, and his trip was a great one. He 
rode a mule that chewed tobacco, ho 
routed hostile Indians by setting the 
grass on fire. He was nicknamed "The 
riamc." He found pearls in the eye- 
sockets of fossil skeletons in a snakc- 
launted cave.

slyly humorous as anything you arc 
likely to read'in a Inog time.
